verslty Medical School, can answer 
that question about aa well as any. 
one, at least as far as physical char- 
acteristics go. .Not long ago he made 
a series of examinations of a large 
number 
of college boys and girls, 


ranging in ago from 19 to 25; and In 
the current Issue 
of 
Hygeia, 
the 


magazine of the American 
Medical 


Association, he summarizes his find- 
ings. 


The average gin, he finds, is first of 


all, a bit underweight. 


"She tends deliberately to under- 


nourish herself in order to keep thin," 
ho explains. "One gets the impression 
that a girl's present aim is to keep 
thin at all costs>: falling to attain this 
end she may become discouraged and 
conclude that the effort is more bother 
than it is worth, in which case she 
may go to the other 
extreme and 


placidly eat'herself Into a condition 
of abnormal obesity."

Dr. Fitz found that two pounds of 


clothing, including shoes, is considered 
excessive by the average 
girl.

Too light clothing makes the aver- 


age girl constantly cold—in the win- 
ter time, at any rate. Body tempera- 
tures fully two degrees below normal 
are often encountered; blood pressure 
also tends to be .subnormal. The re- 
sult Is not good for the health. 


"She"—the average -girl—"is con- 


stantly below par and thus liable • to 
minor infections in the "way of colds 
or sore throats; and may' readily incur 
more serious troubles," writes Dr. 
Fitz. "jhus In my group it was found 
that 36 per cent-of the women had 
lost two or more weeks' time from 
minor Illnesses during the preceding 
two,.years, while onlyjie per cent'of 
the'men had been "bothered by a simi- 
lar loss of'time as "a result of illness.

delegates-at-large — and 
240 alter- 


nates.. The other eight states probably 
won't raise the total women delegates 
above 75 or 80 at the most, or the al- 
ternates to 230, so that women will 
have less than the 10 per cent yoting 
voice they had in 1924. The only pos- 
sible catch in these figures lies in the 
possibility that some women delegates 
were reported chosen without designa- 
tion of sex—hardly likely. 


In 1924 there were 120 Republican 


women delegates and 279 alternates.

RAILROAD COMPANIES 
SEEKING CONTROL OF 


EXPRESS BUSINESS 


Committee of Lawyers Ex- 


amining Plans from a Legal 
Standpoint 


New York— (A3)—American railroad 


companies seem to .have made It their 
express purpose to obtain control of 
the express business. 


A committee of lawyers Is examining 


the plan from the legal point of view; 
apparently seeking a way 
through 


which the railroads can assume control 
when the existing contract with the 
American Railway Express company 
expires next February- Successful cul- 
mination of negotiations would result 
In adding about $300,00,000 yearly to 
railroad gross Income and undoubtedly 
would Increase net earnings. 
The 


American Railway Express company, 
under the present contract, la practi- 
cally assured of a net Income more 
than sufficient, to pay six per cent divi- 
dends on Us stock—most of which is 
owned by other express companies. 


For years the railroads have looked 


on with sad longing- while the express 
company skimmed the cream from the 
merchandise transportation business, 
handling as express valuable 
ship- 


ments tho roads would have been de- 
lighted to carry as freight. The rail- 
roads also were forced to be content 
with a division of profits approximat- 
ing $150,000.000 yearly, or about half 
what they might expect under the new 
plan. 
' 


Some roads went so far as to sug- 


gest iis long as live or more years ago, 
when the present project flrst was 
widely discussed, that they 
would 


make moro money If they owned their 
own express company. And some add- 
ed that such ownership would 
put 


them In a logical position to ask the 
Interstate Commerce Commission for 
Increased express rates, thus augment- 
Ing tho Income. 


Generally tho project represents one 


more up—or down—in 
the 
rather 


rough life of express companies. They 
got started about 75 years ago and 
were doing well when tho parcel post 
In 1012 began to whittle down their 
business. Within a year or two they 
began reporting deficits and evidently 
were headed for a 
financial slough, 


when the world war brought govern- 
ment aid and placed them under uni- 
fied control. 


Juno 22, 1918 saw tho Incorporation 


of the American Railway 
Express 


company. Within a week it had ac- 
quired virtually all the property u»ed , 
In tho domestic express business by 
tho Adams, Southern and Wells Fargo 
Express companies. 
Of Its $34.000.- 


000 capital, Adams Express owns about 
$10.000.000. American Express about 
$1,000,000 and the public the approxi- 
mate $9,500.000 balance. 


Tho company operates 
over some 


250.000 miles of railroad, steamship, 
mage and ferry lines. It has more 
than 25.000 offices, most of them main- 
tained jointly with the railroads, and 
about 80,000 employe*. Including those 
working also for the railroads.
